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1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the upper and lower 
enclosures being of foam material and the skin structure claimed in claim 1 and the 
thermal means on the upper enclosure as claimed in claim 2 must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as “amended.” If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either “Replacement Sheet” or “New 
Sheet” pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description; The feature “11” has not been identified. Corrected drawing sheets in 
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compliance with 37 CFR 1 . 1 21 (d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of 
an application must be labeled in the top margin as either “Replacement Sheet” or “New 
Sheet” pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

INFORMATION ON HOW TO EFFECT DRAWING CHANGES

Applicant is required to submit acceptable corrected drawings within the time period set 
in the Office action. See 37 CFR 1.85(a). Failure to take corrective action within the set 
period will result in ABANDONMENT of the application. 

If corrected drawings are required in a Notice of Allowability (PTOL-37), the new 
drawings MUST be filed within the THREE MONTH shortened statutory period set for 
reply in the “Notice of Allowability.” Extensions of time may NOT be obtained under the 
provisions of 37 CFR 1 . 1 36 for filing the corrected drawings after the mailing of a Notice 
of Allowability. 


2. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(c). Correction 
of the following is required: there doesn’t appear to be any antecedent basis for the 
“skin structure” claimed in claim 1 . The application is being examined as though 
applicant is referring to the conventional skin formed in foaming for lack of any proper 
disclosure. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 


Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the second enclosure” at the top of page 2 of the 
claims. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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Furthermore “a first closed end” on line 6 appears to be a double inclusion of a 
first end on line 5. 

Claim 2 recites the limitation "said ...second thread means" in line 6. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention >vas made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Beggins 
‘804, cited by applicant, in view of Ohmori et al ‘898, Campi ‘649 and Piccirilli et al ‘298 
To have formed the foam enclosure of Beggins with a skin to resist moisture 
would have been obvious in view of such teaching by Ohmori et al. To have further 
sized the opening of the upper enclosure such that it receives a can in the manner of 
Campi would also have been obvious. To have merely inserted the upper portion of 
the enclosure into the lower enclosure with the upper end of the upper enclosure 
adjacent the bottom of the lower enclosure in the manner taught by Piccirilli et al in 
Figure 1 would also have been obvious. 

5. Claims 2-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
references as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Crosser. 

To have secured the upper portion and lower portions with internal threads on 
the lower portion and external threads on the upper portion would have been obvious in 
view of such teaching by Crosser. 
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6. Claims 6-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
references as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Grayson ‘327. 

To have alternately secured the telescoping portion with a first series of 
circumferential grooves on the upper enclosure and lower enclosure in the manner 
taught by Grayson as shown in Figure 1 1 , would have been obvious. 

In regard to claim 9 note member 432 considered to be a circumferential ridge. 

In regard to claim l^note Figure 9 of Grayson. 

7. Claims 1 5-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
the references as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Lyons ‘591 . 

To have alternately secured the telescoping portions with grooves and a latch on 
a handle in the manner of Lyons would have been obvious. Note that member 40 is 
considered to define a handle for manipulating the latch. 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents show other holders and telescoping structures.
